Supplemeht, not supplant; interagency coordinalion 

-Section 203 of the. bill clarifies the relationship amonjf public 
agencies for grov^dmg or paying for services set out m a child's in- 
dmdualKed education prx^am. piis issue was the subject of a 
r^ent report entitled "Special Education---Financing Health arid 
EdncalionaJ Services for Handicapped ChUdren'^iprepared-by- the 
United States General Acconting Office (GAO/HREP86-62BR, July, 
1986). 

The GAO Iteport cbricludes that Congress; in enacting P.L. 54- 
142, established a single line of authority arid placed this J^uthority 
with educational agenci^.
